Deposits Increase $4,800,000 


Mr. Peleg Howland, President, 
said, in part: 

Up to this time, speaking generally, 
business has been active. There has been 
sufficient turnover in the various dis- 
tributing, businesses to warrant the con- 
clusion that it has been doné with profit. 
Building and contracting have been 
active. Expenditure of a public nature on 
roads, schools and so forth has been large. 
Railroads have made and are continuing 
to make extensions and improvements. 
The products of the mines have been in 
excess of those of last year. The produc- 
tion and export of pulp and newsprint 
have been large, the expenditure of those 
that have actually or seemingly profited 
by their ventures in the stock n@rket has 
been free and has no doubt had an effect 
on the mode of living of those with whom 
they have come in contact, with resultant 
demand for luxuries. The Dominion net 
debt has been further reduced, offset 
again to an extent at least by indirect 
obligations ‘incurred by the National 
Railways. 

While it is reasonable to expect that 
there will be little curtailment in most of 
the activities I have mentioned above, 
the short crop must of necessity have 
some influence on business and the con- 
sumption of goods, Already the trans- 
portation companies and collateral in- 
terests have been affected. The recent 
slump in the stock markets, too (while 
not an actual loss of capital to the 
country except where the speculation has 
occurred. in exchange markets out- 
side the country), will curtail some of 
the free spending to which reference has 
been made, so that I feel that there will 
be some slackening in trade at least for 
a period. 


BRITISH MARKET 


Great Britain continues to be the chief 
market for the products of our fields. 
While reports would indicate that there 
is a gradual improvement in general con- 
ditions there, they are still far from satis- 
factory, the number of unemployed 
being very great, with little prospect of 
relief from emigration. Efforts are being 
made to find some means to increase her 
trade within the Empire, which, if ac- 
complished, without sacrifice of the in- 
terests of the Dominions, is greatly to be 
desired. 

PEACE OF THE WORLD 

The present British Government is 
very laudably anxious to further the 
Peace of the world, and the recent visit 
of Premier MacDonald to the United 
States and his enthusiastic reception 
there will, it is hoped, make still more 
cordial the relations between that coun- 
try and Great Britain, and have its effect 
on the results of the Naval Disarmament 
Conference to be held in London in 
January. 


UNITED STATES CONDITIONS 


Their grain crops are short, but their 
crops generally are more diversified than 
ours, and have not the same proportion- 
ate shortage that has occurred with us, 
so that while it may be that there will 
be gome slackening in their business ac- 

’ tivities, it is not probable that there will 
be. any lessening. of their demand for 
such commodities as we supply them. 


CANADIAN SETBACK CANNOT 
LAST LONG 


_ As to ourselves, it may be that there 
will be some short while setback in our 
advancement, but it cannot last for very 
long, and would be probably good for us 
after our recent efforts to get rich quick. 

Notwithstanding short crops and such 
drawbacks, the opinions of the Branch 
Managers, as expressed in their annual 
letters on conditions, are optimistic for 
the coming year. 


Sir James Woods, Vice-Presi- 
dent, said, in part: 


Mr. President: Before seconding the 
adoption of the report may I take time 
to give the impressions of a business 
man on the extraordinary happenings of 
recent weeks, and the grounds on which 
my pronounced optimism is based. 

Unfortunately, in the recent stock ex- 
change collapse many innocent people 
suffered, and they are deserving of our 
sympathy, but, in the main, the losses 
will soon be overcome, and salaries and 
wages, that were being used for specula- 

_. ztive purposes, will be available for the 

“purchase of every-day ‘commodities. 
That there will be a reflex influence on 
trade goes without saying. Luxuries and 
non-essentials will suffer most, but these 
are chiefly imported, and to halt the 
importation of luxuries may not be a 
bad thing. 


NOTHING WRONG WITH 
CANADA 


But, whatever may have gone wrong 
on the stock exchange, there is nothing 
wrong with Canada. Everything seems 
to be pulling our way. Science, research 
and inventive genius are adding value 
to our unparalleled natural resources and 
enormously increasing our per capita 
Production through the mechanization 
of industry, thus making it a positive ad- 
vantage to have ealy a small population 
for which to find employment. Unem- 
ployment is a problem confronting the 
nations of the werld, and Canada may 
enjoy comparative freedem in this re- 


migration pelicy. While the epinion 
commonly held im Canada is that, ne 
effert should be spared te settle our 
productive farm Janda, my belie! is that 
the time has come te ge dowly, aad to 
select with great ease a immigrants, 
particularly these net raglly related te

A BROADER CANADA 


One of the greatest factors in chang- 
ing Canada from a narrow strip two 
hundred miles wide, stretching for three 
thousand miles along the international 
boundary, is the development of mech- 
anical contrivances, the railway first of 
all, followed by hydro-elcctric power, 
the motor car, the aeroplane, and wire- 
less communication. Without these the 
transformation of the great hinterland 
to the north must have been very slow. 


GRBAT PBACE VALLEY COMING 
PROVINCE? 4 

The area of this new land is estimated 
by the Dominion Government to be 
forty-seven million acres, or about 
double the present cultivated area of 
the Province of Ontario. With the long 
daylight of the growing period, crops 
mature rapidly and produce yields even 
higher than those of the southern regions 
of the Canadian Prairie. This is not a 
new region, as it has been known for a 
century, and twenty years ago there 
were enough people who believed in it 
to cause the construction of a railway 
from Edmonton into the heart of the 
country. The new thing consists in the 
conviction of a multitude of people, who 
were long skeptical, that the region is 
fit for agricultural settlement, and that 
it has such possibilities that it may some 
day be so important as to become a new 
Province of the Canadian Federation. 

The extension of activities to the north 
all across the country promises a broad 
Canada, equal to the width of the 
United States from the Gulf of Mexico 
to Chicago. Taken by itself, this is on 
of the most important developments in 
Canada during our time. 


Mr. A. E. Phipps, General 
Manager, said, in part: 


PROFITS UP $102,000 H 


The profits, you have heard by the 
Report, amount to $1,561,561, being 
$102,000 more than a year ago. ,I re- 
peat, as is customary, the decldration 
that these profits have been arrived at 
after making provision for all unearned 
interest on bills discounted and such 
items, and after providing for all known 
bad and doubtful debts, and for every 
contingency we can think of. 


DEPOSITS INCREASE $4,800,000 


Turning to the Balance Sheet, the 
liabilities of the Bank have now reached 
the very substantial total of one hun- 
dred and. fifty-four and a half millions, 
of which nearly sixteen millions are due 
to the shareholders, leaving $138,500,000 
due to the public in one form or another. 
This is an increase of $4,500,000, and 
represents an increase in the business of 
the Bank, particularly in deposits. The 
non-interest-bearing deposits, while they 
have fluctuated during the year, show on 
the end of October within about $100,000 
of the same figure at which they stood a 
year ago, but the increase in deposits 
bearing interest, which to a great extent 
represent the ‘savings deposits of the 
Bank, have increased by $4,800,000, or 
4.68 per cent. 

CASH ASSETS $26,212,000 

When we turn to the assets we find 
that our gold; legal tenders and Bank 
balances and cheques on other Banks 
and assets of that character are equal 
to practically 20 per cent. of our liabil- 
ities to the public, the total being $26,- 
212,000, or $822,144 more than a year 
ago. 

The total quick assets, in which we 
include Dominion and Provincial Secur- 
ities, Call Loans and other items of that 
kind, are 49.55 per cent. of our public 
liabilities compared with 66 per cent. last 
year. The difference has been absorbed 
in the increase in our current loans, which 
have grown from $67,356,000 to $80, | 
000,000, due largely to loans against un- 
exported wheat. ‘ 

The call loans in Canada have not in- 
creased, being $11,171,000, compared 
with $11,831,000 in October, 1928. There 
has been a very steady and persistent 
demand for money for all lines of in- 
dustry during the year, and the current 
loans of all the Banks, as you no doubt 
are aware, are swollen at the present 
time, partly owing to this condition, and 
partly to so much of the 1929 wheat 
crop, and even a considerable portion of 
the 1928 crop, being unexported, for 
reasons which you see day by day in the 
newspapers. Once this wheat moves, as 
it undoubtedly will sooner or later, the 
money‘ tied up in:léans will flow back to 
the Banks, and the situation as regards 
nepe loans will automatically adjust 
itself. 


PLENTY OF PROMISE FOR 
FUTURE 

In surveying the situation, provided 
we do hot indulge in another wave of 
speculation or anything of that sort, 
there is plenty of promise for the com- 
ing year and beyond. The national fi- 
nances are buoyant and the public debt 
is being reduced; the large Railway 
Companies have evidently sufficient con- 
fidence to continue their orders for roll- 
ing stock and equipment, steamboats, 
hotels and such like without reduction; 
the branch lines program for next year 
in the Northwest, I am told, is greater 
than ever; the markets for high-grade 
securities are improving and it leeks as 
if the improvement will beceme permz- 
nent; Hydro-Electric development is go- 
ing en apace, the huge Beauharncis 
project en the St. Lawrence is well under 
way, two developments ef majer im- 
pertance are taking place im Mamitebs, 
the same is true ef B.C.; the prospects 
fer next year's crop in the Nesthweet 
are sald te be geed; the in- 
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ing, but the indications are rather that 
the demand fer the preduct will be in- 


creased perhaps at higher prices. 


Municipal Hospital Couatryside’s Pride. 


(By Edna Kells) 


Slightly withdrawn from the little 
town of Elk Point, the Municipal Hos- 
pital, pride of the countryside, is a 
symbol of the faith and courage of the 
settlers. The trim little hospital rep- 
resents their courage in undertaking 
the establishment of so necessary an 
institution, and their faith in the fu- 
ture of the district which is still in 
the pioneer stage. It is only one year 
since the railway reached Blk Point, 
present terminus of the St. Paul 
branch of the Canadian National Rail- 
way, but as early as 1906, settlers pen- 
etrated the country, travelling in by 
wagon from Vermilion, homesteading, 
and gradually opening up the country. 


Twenty-one years after the coming of 
the first settlers, the Municipal Hos- 
pital with its accommodation for six- 
teen patients, was opened and a great 
burden of care rolled off the hearts of 
the people. In those years they had 
seen many tragedies enacted because 
there was no hospital; and for a great 
portion of that time no doctor nearer 
than St. Paul. Ten years ago the sit- 
uation was eased by the coming of a 
doctor, and a year or two later, fur- 
ther relief came through the opening: 
of a small private hospital. For this, 
the doctors (there were now two), 
were, responsible, ‘but they ran it at a 
heavy loss. Still they carried on until

‘through ‘the supervision of the Board 


tho domand for hospitalization was so 
Broat that othor measures had to bo 
tulcon to meot it. 

The private hospital opened modost- 
ly with one bed and one nurse, The 
noxt spring {t dovoloped into a four 
bod hospital and the nursing staff was 
increased, A yoar later it was taking 
care of ten patients, and still the num- 
ber grew until at one time 26 patients 
were housed in and around the unas- 
suming bullding, the overflow being 
cared for in tents In the yard and in 
tho hay loft. 

A solution of the problem was found 
in the Alberta Municipal Hospitals’ 
Act, which outlined a procedure 
whereby the people could provide a 
hospital for themselves. A_ hospital 
district was formed, 480 men .and wo- 
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‘overwhelming the 60 opponents. Today 
a neat and complete sixteen bed hos- 
pital, a stucco building of the bun- 
galow type, standing in four acres of 
grounds, caters to the need of the sick 
of that district. The nursing staff 
consists of a superintendent and 
three gradua‘e nurses and one under- 
graduate. Two doctors have the entire 
confidence of the community. 

The hospital was built by the sale 
of debentures, and is supported by a 
tax of 8 cents per acre on assessable 
land, nursing fees, and the govern- 
ment grant. Ratepayers pay $1.00 per 
day for hospital service; non-ratepay- 
ers $2.50. The total possible revenue 
amounts to $21,000, and the total prob- 
able outlay from $12,000 to $14,000. 

Twenty-five per cent of the resi- 
dents of the district are Ukranians, 
Scandinavians, Canadians, American 
born, English, Scottish, Polish, natives 
of Central Europe, and Indians com- 
plete the population. 

There is great thankfulness in the 
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district since the hospital is available, | 


but none are more grateful than the 
pioneer women upon whom in the 
earlier days devolved the task of nurs- 
ing the sick. Their’s was no easy 
task, driving long distances often in 
winter, to bring relief to the suffering; 
nursing under conditions which were 
a constant menace to the patient's 
life; heartening the distressed famil- 
ies; and between whiles, looking after 
their own household duties. It fs lit- 
tle wonder ‘they rejoiced when the 
doctor came to the settlement, and 
again when later the hospital was 
built. 

As for the others—“We would have 
moved out if it were not for the doc- 
tor’s coming,” says one; “I do not 
know how we could stay here if we 
did not have the hospital. The older 
people would not want to stay without 
it,” says another. “The hospital 
gives t..0 people\'a feeling ‘of security 
they did not have before,” avers a 
third, and so the story goes. 


Com pany ‘Power in 
Vegreville 


(Research Bulletin) 

Replying to yours asking opinion 
on the disposal of Municipal Light and 
Power Plants to private corporations. 
Not knowing any of the details of the 
proposals which you are considering at 
the present time, I could hardly 
venture to make a suggestion. I can 
say however, that private ownership 
is working out satisfactorily here, 
and I don’t think there is any doubt 
but that large corporations, generat- 
ing electric current in big central 
stations, can produce and market the 
product much more econcmically than 
may be done by the individual small 
Municipality. 

There was a time no doubt when 
considerable danger would have been 
associated with letting these franch- 
ises pass into the control of private 
corporations, but with the safeguards 
that are provided in this Province 


of Public Utility Commissioners, I 
can see no cause for uneasiness on 
that score. The Board, I understand, 
will under no circumstances permiv 
a private corporation to receive a 
return of over 10% on the capital in- 
vested, and to be allowed this the 
Corporation must be able to show that 
they are operating efficiently and 
economically Too, the private Corpor- 
ation is financed through the sale of 
stock on which no dividend is usually 
expected during the first few years. 
Shareholders look more to apprecia- 
tion in value over a tong period of 
years than to immediate retarns. The 
private Corporation eau therefore lay 
out its policy more with a view to 
ultimate profita than preseat. Oa (he 
other hand, the Munictpe! Corpotation 
borrows from bond-holders aad its 
Utility must commenes to earm its

Imperial Bank of Canada 


Deposits Increase $4,800,000 


Mr. Peleg Howland, President, 
said, in part: 

Up to this time, speaking generally, 
business has been active, There has been 
sufficent turnover in the various dis- 
tributing. businesses to warrant the con- 
clusion that it has been done with profit. 
Building and contracting have been 
active. Expenditure of a public nature on 
roads, schools and so forth has been large. 
Railroads have made and are continuing 
to make extensions and improvements. 
The products of the mines have been in 
excess of those of last year. The produc- 
tion and export of pulp and newsprint 
have been large, the expenditure of those 
that have actually or seemingly profited 
by their ventures in the stock n@rket has 
been free and has no doubt had an effect 
on the mode of living of those with whom 
they have come in contact, with resultant 
demand for luxuries. The Dominion net 
debt has been further reduced, offset 
again to an extent at least by indirect 
obligations ‘incurred by the National 
Railways. 

While it is reasonable to expect that 
there will be little curtailment in most of 
the activities I have mentioned above, 
the short crop must of necessity have 
some influence on business and the con- 
sumption of goods. Already the trans- 
portation companies and collateral in- 
terests have been affected. The recent 
slump in the stock markets, too (while 
not an actual loss of capital to the 
country except where the speculation has 
occurred in exchange markets out- 
side the country), will curtail some of 
the free spending to which reference has 
been made, so that I feel that there will 
be some slackening in trade at least for 
a period. 

BRITISH MARKET 

Great Britain continues to be the chief 
market for the products of our fields. 
While reports would indicate that there 
is a gradual improvement in general con- 
ditions there, they are still far from satis- 
factory, the number of unemployed 
being very great, with little prospect of 
relief from emigration. Efforts are being 
made to find some means to increase her 
trade within the Empire, which, if ac- 
complished, without sacrifice of the in- 
terests of the Dominions, is greatly to be 
desired. 


PEACE OF THE WORLD 

The present British Government is 
very laudably anxious to further the 
Peace of the world, and the recent visit 
of Premier MacDonald to the United 
States and his enthusiastic reception 
there will, it is hoped, make still more 
cordial the relations between that coun- 
try and Great Britain, and have its effect 
on the results of the Naval Disarmament 
Conference to be held in London in, 
January. 
UNITED STATES CONDITIONS 


Their grain crops are short, but their 
crops generally are more diversified than

_ As to ourselves, it may be that there 
will be some short while sctback in our 
advancement, but it cannot last for very 
long, and would be probably good for us 
after our recent efforts to get rich quick. 

Notwithstanding short crops and such 
drawbacks, the opinions of the Branch 
Managers, as expressed in their annual 
letters on conditions, are optimistic for 
the coming year. 


Sir James Woods, Vice-Presi- 
dent, said, in part: 

Mr. President: Before seconding the 
adoption of the report may I take time 
to give the impressions of a business 
man on the extraordinary happenings of 
recent weeks, and the grounds on which 
my pronounced optimism is based. 

Unfortunately, in the recent stock ex- 
change collapse many innocent people 
suffered, and they are deserving of our 
sympathy, but, in the main, the losses 
will soon be overcome, and salaries and 
wages, that were being used for specula- 
‘tive purposes, will be available for the 

“*'Burchase of every-day ‘commodities. 
That there will be a reflex influence on 
trade goes without saying. Luxuries and 
non-essentials will suffer most, but these 
are chiefly imported, and to halt the 
importation of luxuries may not be a 
bad thing.

PROFITS UP $102,000 

The profits, you have heard by the 
Report, amount to $1,561,561, being 
$102,000 more than a year ago. ,I re- 
peat, as is customary, the decldration 
that these profits have been arrived at 
after making provision for all unearned 
interest on bills discounted and such 
items, and after providing for all known 
bad and doubtful debts, and for every 
contingency we can think of. 


DEPOSITS INCREASE $4,800,000 


Turning to the Balance Sheet, the 
liabilities of the Bank have now reached 
the very substantial total of one hun- 
dred and. fifty-four and a half millions, 
of which nearly sixteen millions are due 
to the shareholders, leaving $138,500,000 
due to the public in one form or another. 
This is an increase of $4,500,000, and 
represents an increase in the business of 
the Bank, particularly in deposits. The 
non-interest-bearing deposits, while they 
have fluctuated during the year, show on 
the end of October within about $100,000 
of the same figure at-which they stood a 
year ago, but the increase in deposits 
bearing interest, which to a great extent 
represent the ‘savings deposits of the 
Bank, have increased by $4,800,000, or 
4.68 per cent. 

(CASH ASSETS $26,212,000 

When we turn to the assets we find 
that our gold; legal tenders and Bank 
balances and cheques on other Banks 
and assets of that character are equal 
to practically 20 per cent. of our liabil- 
ities to the .public, the total being $26,- 
212,000, or $822,144 more than a year 
ago. 

The total quick assets, in which we 
include Dominion and Provincial Secur- 
ities, Call Loans and other items of that 
kind, are 49.55 per cent. of our public 
liabilities compared with 66 per cent. last 
ysar. The difference has been absorbed 
in the increase in our current loans, which 
have grown from $67,356,000 to $80,- 
000,000, due largely to loans against un- 
exported wheat. : 

The call loans in Canada have not in- 
creased, being $11,171,000, compared 
with $11,831,000 in October, 1928. There 
has been a very steady and persistent 
demand for money for all lines of in- 
dustry during the year, and the current 
loans of all the Banks, as you no doubt 
are aware, are swollen at the present 
time, partly owing to this condition, and 
partly to so much of the 1929 wheat 
crop, and even a considerable portion of 
the 1928 crop, being unexported, for 
reasons which you see day by day in the 
newspapers. Once this wheat moves, as 
it undoubtedly will sooner or later, the 
money: tied up in.ldéans will flow back to 
the Banks, and the situation as regards 
current loans will automatically adjust 
itself. 

PLENTY OF PROMISE FOR 
FUTURE 

In surveying the situation, provided 
we do hot indulge in another wave of 
speculation or anything of that sort, 
there is plenty of promise for the com- 
ing year and beyond. The national fi- 
nances are buoyant and the public debt 
is being reduced; the large Railway 
Companies have evidently sufficient con- 
fidence to continue their orders for roll- 
ing stock and equipment, steamboats, 
hotels and such like without reduction; 
the branch lines program for next year 
in the Northwest, I am told, is greater 
than ever; the markets for high-grade 
securities are improving and it leeks as 
if the improvement will beceme perma- 
nent; Hydro-Electric development is ga- 
ing en apace, the huge Beauharnois 
project en the St. Lawrence is well under 
way, two developments ef majer im- 
pertance are taking place im Mauitebs,

Replying to yours asking opinion 
,on the disposal of Municipal Light and 
Power Plants to private corporations. 
Not knowing any of the details of the 
Proposals which you are considering at 
ithe present time, I could hardly 
venture to make a suggestion. I can 
say however, that private ownership 
lis working out satisfactorily here, 
and I don’t think there is any doubt 
but that large corporations, generat- 
ing electric current in big central 
| stations, can produce and market the 
product much more econcmically than 
'may be done by the individual small 
Municipality. 

There was a time no doubt when 
considerable danger would have been 
associated with letting these franch- 
lises pass into the control of private 
corporations, but with the safeguards 
| that are provided in this Province 
‘through ‘the supervision of the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners, I 
can see no cause for uneasiness on 
that score. The Board, I understand, 
will under no circumstances permit 
a private corporation to receive a 
return of over 10% on the capital in- 
vested, and to be allowed this the 
Corporaticn must be able to show that 
they are operating efficiently and 
economically Too, the private Corpor- 
ation is financed through the sale of 
stock on which no dividend is usually 
expected during the first few years. 
Shareholders look more to apprecia- 
tion in value over a long period of 
years than to immediate retarns. The 
private Corporation cau therefore lay 
out its policy more with a view to 
ultimate profits than preseat.

mended that a Weed Inspector's 
Course be held again at the University 
early in 1930. 

The suggestion was adopted that a 
number of field supervisors be engag- 
ed for a period of six weeks commenc- 
ing early in January next to hold weed 
meetinigs throughout the province. 

A number of amendments in exist- 
ing weed legislation were considered 
and will be passed on to the Govern- 
ment as recommendations from the 
Board. 

A comprehensive .report was pre- 
sented by W. G. Smith who, under the 
supervision of Mr. W. J. Stephen, has 
been in charge of an exhaustive series 
of experiments for the _Department. 
These were conducted at points in 
the province the past season to deter- 
mine the effectiveness.of a number of 
the chemical weed killers which have 
been placed on the market. After 
hearing this report and as a result of 
their own experiences along this line, 
the members of the Board unanimous- 
ly adopted the following resolution 
which may be considered the official 
statement of the Department of Agri- 
culture on this question: 

“Be it resolved that we as members 
of the Alberta Advisory Weed Board, 
after reviewing the series of expert- 
ments conducted during the past sea- 
son by the Department of Agriculture, 
go on record as being of the opinion 
that certain chemicals which are now 
on the market in this province have a 
definite value as a control measure in 
checking the spread of noxious weeds. 

“We are further of the opinion that, 
so far as can be determined by these 
experiments, those chemicals which

ciple are more effective than those of 
which the active principle is one of 
the sulphates, nitrates or chlorides. 
We feel that the use of chemicals con- 
taining chlorates can be recommended 
as a control measure on patches of 
perennial weeds where cultivation is 
difficult, or on patches found on ditch 
banke, around lakes, on road allowanc- 
es, and in general on waste places 
where cultivation is impossible. 

“We are of the opinion, however, 
that where thorough cultivation can 
be carried out, the use of chemical 
weed destroyer is more expensive and 
less effective.” 

The National Research Council of 
Canada has agreed to undertake the 
direction of experimental work in con- 
nection with the whole matter of 
chemical weed destroyers. The De- 
partment is informed that negotia- 
tions are now under between the Na- 
tional Research Council and various 
Agricultural Experimental Stations 
throughout Canada with a view 
to arranging a comprehensive set 
of experiments to be conducted by 
these stations. The Department has 
therefore decided to await the results 
of these experiments and the finding 
of the Research Council, before pro- 
nouncing definitely on the effective- 
nes of any particmular chemical weed 
killer.
